Paul Hite, '14, alias “Pauline,” has 
proven his ability as one of the fleetest 
half backs who ever wore the Blue and 
White, and bis heavy gains on end 
runs have been a factor in making 
Kentucky's season a successful one. 



The whirlwind attack of the Wildcat 
backfield was good for 20 points in 
last Saturda. s game with the Univer- 
sity of Louisville. In blanking the 
Falls City eleven, the Wildcats won 
undisputed title to State champions- 
hip. 

Louisville football fans had figured 
the Blue and White a favorite at 3 to 
1, and the favorite's performance was 
consistent Kentucky's forward passes 
and end runs were beyond the ken of 
the Cardinal defense, and the issue 
of the game was never in doubt. Per- 
fect blocking on the part of Hite, 
Scott and Tuttle, and the superb pass- 
ing of Turkey Parx, together with the 
ability of the whole iventucky eleven 
to follow the ball made the victory 
possible. 

The Louisville line was the strong- 
est defensive proposition The WUdcats 
have met this season. For the first 
time this fall, the Blue and White for- 
wards were unable to prevent the op- 
posing linemen from sifting through, 
and Turkey was given his first ex- 
perience of the season in having one 
of his punts blocked. Aside from the 
good work of the Cardinal line, Lar- 
son's team played in poor form. The 
backs had no idea of blocking, nor of 
picking holes, and the open field tack- 
ling of the team was woefully weak. 
The Cardinals had one good fake for- 
ward pass, and occasionally gained a 
few yards on a tackle-over-tackle play, 
but otherwise their offense was harm- 
less. Black failed to live up to his 
reputation as a drop-kicker and both 
his efforts went wild. He should win 
a place however on an all-Kentucky 
team through his good defensive worx. 
He seemed to be the only Cardinal 
who could break up Kentucky end 
runs, and his tackling was superb, j 
Captain Walker and Dunwig, the big 
Louisville tackles, put up a great game 
and soon divorced Park from all idea 
of sending a buck over their stations. 

Saturday was another “Turkey" Day. 
Park piloted the Wildcats in superb 
style, and his passing was the main 
factor in Kentucky's victory. Tuttle 
and Hite played a whirlwind game, 
and Scott's blocking and his returning 
of punts and kick-offs gave Louisville 
fans a demonstration of how a good 
fullback ought to work Crutcher suf- 
fered a twisted leg in the early part of 
the game, but gamely handed Captain 
Walker the time of his young life till 
State bucked over her last touch- 
down. Tom Zerfoss delivered a classy 
article and his defensive work was 
especiaily good. 

The day was delightful for specta- 
tors, but decidedly too warm for the 
players. The stands at Eclipse Park 
were packed with 5,000 enthusiasts 



and the yelling of both factions was 
deafening. Four hundred State stu- 
dents, including the band, made the 
trip in a special train, and at the game 
occupied one section of the grand 
stand. 

The Wildcats came on the field to 
the tune of “My Old Kentucky Home,” 
and after a nerve racking delay the 
whistle blew. Black kicked to Scott 
who returned it to the 35-ykrd line. 
In a few minutes Kentucky, using 
straight football, rushed the ball to 
Louisville's 4-yard line only to be held 
for downs. Black punted 45 yards 
and Park returned 15. Turkey varied 
the attack and two successive forward 
passes to Tuttle gave State a touch- 
down. Tuttle kicked goal. 

The rest of the half the play was 
fast and scrappy. Louisville lost pos- 
sible chances to score by fumbling 
and Black missed a drop-kick from the 
40-yard line. Near the end of the sec- 
ond quarter, Kentucky started a march 
toward the Cardinal goal, and in spite 
of two 16-yard penalties and in inter- 
cepted forward pass, Hite took a long 
pass from Turkey 20 yards over the 
goal line only to fumble on being heav- 
ily tackled just as the half was up. 

In the third quarter a spectacular 
46-yard forward pass. Park to Zerfoss, 
gave Kentucky a second touchdown. 
It was during the remainder of this 
period that Louisville showed her best 
offensive work and the ball was most- 
ly in State's territory. In the last 
quarter, after Park had gone out and

They have had not 
only strong training during the last 
four and five years at their colleges, 
but have also had excellent field train- 
ing. Many of the contestants were 
brought up on commercial fruit farms 
and have had considerable experience 
in apple Judging before. 

The Kentucky men have had only 
about two months actual training. 
They had very little material to work 
on, comparing it with the equipment 
of the other contestants. Neverthe- 
less our men came among the highest 
in actual scoring and placing but lost 
out on the identification of only one 
variety. This happened to be a varie- 
ty that the boys were unable to obtain 
in n.entucky . 

The discussion resulted as follows: 
Missouri, Cornell, Ames, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, .Massachusetts and New Jersey. 
The difference between the first five 
was very slight, in fact there was only 
one-tenth of a point difference between 
Missouri and Cornell.

Headquarters Battalion of Cadets, 

State University of Kentucky, 
November 2r>th, 1913. 
General Orders No. 7. 

1. It Is with sorrow that the Com- 
mandant announces to the battalion 
the death of Its former CommandanL 
Lieutenant Hugh Marsh Kelly, which 
occurred near San Diego. Cal., Novem- 
ber 24, 1918. Lieutenant Kelly met 
his death in line of duty an a result of 
an aeroplane accident. 

Lieutenant Kelly reported for duty 
at this University on July 1, 1910, and 
served until relieved by operation of 
law on December 16, 1912. He was a 
high-minded, efficient officer of great 
constructive ability. '1 he late vlce- 
Itresldent of the University, James O. 
White, said that In his forty-five years 
of service he had never known a better 
I'-ommandniit than Lieutenant Kelly. 

3. Lieutenant Kelly volunteered for 
the dangerous service upon which he 
met his death. He realized its perils, 
but expressed his belief that our coun- 
try must develop aviation to keep pace 
with other nations, and that as he 
felt temperamentally fitted for the 
service. It was his duty to volunteer 
It is hoped that the spirit which ac 
tuated him will be appreciated by the 
cadets, and that the lesson of 
courageous self-sacrifice which his 
death affords will not be in vain. 

4. Out of respect for the memory of 
Lieutenant Kelly, all military duties 
will be suspended Wednesday, Nov. 
26, and the commissioned officers of 
the battalion will wear the customary 
badge of mourning upon tlieir sword 
hilts for thirty days.

MINE EXAMINATIONS 

ON AT UNIVERSITY 



The fall examination for applicants 
for mine foremen’s certificates conven- 
ed Monday at the College of Mines 
and metallurgy at State University. 
There are thirty-two applicants. The 
applicant to be eligible for a first-class 
certificate must have at least nine 
montlis experience In a gaseous mine 
In addition to the five years experience 
it Is neccessary for him to get any 
kind of a certificate. 

The examination consists of ques- 
tion on Methods in Mining; Blasting, 
Mine Fires, Ventilation. Principles and 
Methods, Problems In Ventilation, 
Mine Gases, Coal Dust and Explosion. 
Safety Lamps and 'testing Problems 
In Gases, Miscellaneous, Kentucky 
Mining Law. 

The Board of Examiners are George 
T. Sears, Central City, Ky.; T. J. Barr, 
Lexington, and Prof. C. J. Norwood, of 
Lexington. 



Lieutenant Hugh Marsh Kelly was 
a native of Kentucky. He was a son 
of Colonel R. M. Kelly, who was editor 
of the Louisville Commercial and was 
born in Louisville in January 1881. He 
was appointed to the army from civil 
life In 1902 by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. He was a member of the 
26th Infantry and In July 1910, came 
to State University as Commandant 
of the cadets. His next transferral 
was from here back to the regiment 
on June 16, 1912. Shortly after re- 
turning to the regiment he was as- 
signed to the Mexican border and at 
his own request was appointed on the 
Army Aviation Corps and practiced 
with it at Texas City for several 
months. Climatic conditions however, 
caused the aero squadron to be trans- 
ferred to San Diego, California, where 
Lieutenant Kelly met his death Mon- 
day. 

Lieutenant Gullion, who succeeded 
Lieutenant Kelly as commandant of 
the University cadets, says that Lieu- 
tenant Kelly was recognized by all In 
the army as a very superior official, 
one who was equally etticleut not only 
as a writer of fiction, but as an au- 
thority ou strategy and tactics.

at the hands of Vanderbilt was a case 
of football luck, it being generally con- 
ceded that the Volunteers outplayed 
the McGugln eleven In every depart- 
ment of the game. 

Although the Wildcats have run up 
no big scores on their opponents, the 
average caliber of the teams on the 
Blue and White schedule was better 
than that of Tennessee's. The Wild- 
cats have suffered only one defeat, and 
that was at the hands of a manifestly 
superior team. However, the result of 
this afternoon's scrap will be the only 
real measure of the relative ability of 
the two elevens. 

A glance at the line-up of the two 
teams gives some valuable data. The 
Volunteer line outweighs the Wildcats' 
forward, end to end, by 222 pounds, or 
an average of 28.
